Extending the draft to married 


men in the 19-26 age bracket can 


done without legislation. All 


that is required is an executive 
order from the president. 


Hershey told the committee the 


proposed order would limit depend- 
ency deferments to: 


1. Men with one or more chil- 


dren. 


3. Men with a wife and chil- 


dren—and 


3. Men with more than one de- 


pendent. This could be, for in- 
stance, an aged parent and an 
invalid sister. 
Hershey said he was virtually 


certain the interested manpower 
agencies would approve the order, 
ie said he had been working close- 
y with' the secretary of labor and 
the secretary of defense.

Here's Law on Dogs, Mr. Mayor, 
And It Seems That You're 'It' 


Wanted: One dogcatcher for 


Dixon. 


Salary: $1 for each dog im- 


pounded. 


Apply at the office of the mayor. 
A dogcatcher may become an 


election issue in Dixon if a pack 
of hounds continues to run wild. 


Termed a "wolf-pack," the dogs, 


sometimes 15, sometimes 25, have 
been 
molesting 
Dixonites 
for 


weeks. Several children have been 
knocked down and many others 
molested. 


In the past week alone, police 


reported some 40 calls from irate 
Dixonites concerning the dogs. 


Here's the Law 


Dixon law covers the dog and 


dogcatcher problem thoroughly. 


It reads, in part: 
"All dogs running at large 


without a license tag . . . are 
hereby declared a nuisance and 
shall be taken by the dogcatcher 
or any police officer . . . and 
placed in a pound (provided by 
the city) . . . and kept therein 
for 48 hours." 
Owners may claim pets by pay- 


ing the city clerk $1, plus the cost 
of a tag, §2 for male dogs, $4 for 
female dogs. 


"If the dogs are not claimed 


within 48 hours," the law pro- 
vides, they "shall be destroyed by 
the dogcatcher" or any person em- 
ployed by the city for that pur- 
Jose. 


Passes Buck 


When asked today about a dog- 


catcher (there hasn't been any 
since May), Mayor J. Fred Hof- 
mann said he told Commissioner 
of Public Safety Forrest Shawger 
to get a dogcatcher last August 
or September. 


The mayor, however, was mere- 


y passing the buck, for Dixon law 


specifies that he is responsible 
for the office. The law reads: 


"A dogcatcher may be ap- 


pointed by the mayor, by and 
with the consent of the council. 
He shall receive as full compen- 
sation for services rendered §1 
for each unlicensed dog im- 
pounded, whether redeemed by 
its owner or not." 


Shawger was out of town and 


could not be reached for comment. 


More Law 


Dixon law also covers the own- 


ers of unlicensed, roaming dogs, 
It reads: 


"Any 
owner or keepec of a 


fierce or dangerous dog, who 
shall knowingly permit or al- 
low the same to run at large 
. . . to the danger, annoyance 
or injury of any person . . . 
shall be fined not less than $3 
nor more than $25 and any such 
dog so running at large may be 
destroyed by or under the di- 
rection of the chief of police." 
Mayor Hofmann also told The 


Telegraph a fund, totaling §700 or 
5800, has been earmarked for a 
dogcatcher. 


Now Then ... 


Here's the situation in brief: 
1. The mayor is responsible for 


the office of dogcatcher.

3. Dogs without licenses may be 


impounded and destroyed if they 
are not claimed. If they're run- 
ning wild, as they are in downtown 
Dixon right now, they may be de- 
stroyed even if they have a li- 
cense.

He's Optimistic

WASHINGTON, (AP) — The 


Truman administration today ask- 
ed congress for vastly bigger ex- 
cise or sales taxes, including levies 
of 20 per cent on automobiles and 
25 per cent on television and radio 
sets. 


The program- also calls for a 


jump of four per cent in individual 
income tax rates, adding $4 in tax 
on each $100 of income after de- 
ductions and personal exemptions. 


The proposed excise increases 


would mean a boost of 13 per cent 
—from 7 to 20 per cent—on auto 
levies and 15 per cent—from 10 to 
25 per cent—on television 
and 


radio sets. 


The tax would be imposed on the 


manufacturer's price. 


Liquor Tax Upped 


The present $9 a gallon liquor 


tax would be hiked to $12, the $8 
a barrel beer tax would jump to 
$12, the seven cent a pack cigaret 
tax would go up to 10 cents and the 
gasoline tax would be doubled, 
going from one and one-half cents 
a gallon to three cents. 


Secretary of Treasury Snyder 


outlined these proposals to the 
house ways and means commutes 
as part of the administration's 
first-installment $10,000,000,000 
tax boost. 


The plan calls for a 14,000,000,- 


K)0 increase in individual incoms 
taxes, a $3,000,000,000 hike in cor-

President Truman told congress 


last Friday the first round hike 
will be followed by another request

WASHINGTON, (AP)—If your 


1950 income was $600 or more 
you must file an income tax re- 
turn on it by midnight of March 
15, 1951, and pay in full any tax 
you owe. 
f Even if you don't owe any tax, 
you must still file the return if 
your income was $600 or ' more 
last year. This goes for every- 
one, married or single, for even 
a child must file a return if he 
had that much income. 


Most people had full tax with- 


hell 'from their pay during 1950 
and don't owe any now. The rule 
holds: 
So long as their income 


was $600 the return must be filed. 
4 What about people who had less 


than $600 income, like people who 
worked only during the summer 
vacations? Do they have to file 
a return? They don't have to. 


Not Taxable 


But no income under $600 is 


taxable. 
A«d if any 
tax 
was 


withheld from them the govern- 
ment will give them a refund. 
The only way they can get it is by 
filing a return, which points what 
$h'ey made and what was withheld.

Expect New Raises 


This year congress seems cer- 


tain to raise taxes some more. But 
that will affect 1951 income only, 
not your 1950 income or your tax 
return on 1950 income. 


Here are a couple of points to 


keep in mind: 


Be sure to sign your return. 


When husbands and wives file a 
joint return, both must sign it. 


And a joint return will save a 


couple money In most cases where 
husband and wife both had in- 
:ome. 
. 


That's because husbands and 


wives can. split their income, each 
claiming half. This throws each 
half into a lower tax bracket, mak- 
ing the total tax smaller. 


Knocks Off $600 


And remember that each exemp- 


tion you can claim knocks $600 


off your income before what's left 
can be taxed. 


Each person filing a return jets 


a $600 exemption for himself and 
$600 for each dependent. 


Under the income tax law a 


wife is not considered a depen- 
dent. But you get a $600 exemp- 
tion for her if she had no income 
or fjjps a joint return with you. 


Suppose she had income but it 


was under $600. Does she have 
to file a return? 


Not so long as it was under 


$600 but unless she files jointly 
with you, reporting her under- 
$600 income, you get no exemp- 
tion for her. 


Each Get $600 


If she 
files 
separately, 
she 


claims her own exemption on her 
return and you can claim only 
your own $600 exemptions on your 
return. 


But if she had S600 or more in- 


come and files jointly with you, 
you each get a $600 exemption on 
that joint return, or a total ex- 
emption of $1,200.

India-Pakistan Quarrel Has 
• • < • • « * 
— 
Makings of Full-Scale War

The Korean war has served to 


obscure another dangerous situa- 
tion of which the world can ill 
afford to lose sight: That is the 
bitter quarrel between India and 
Pakistan over possession of the 
neighboring 
princely 
state of 


Kashmir. 


There is in this Kashmir affair 


the makings of a war which might 
change the face of, Asia. Currently 
:he dispute is under United Na- 
tions armistice, but as a matter of 
"act it has reached a dead-end 
owing to the utter failure of all 
efforts to bring the two countries 
'.ogether. 


How It Started 


The dispute has its origin in the 


way the close to 600 princely 
states were disposed of when the 
Indian peninsula was divided into 
the independent nations of Hindu 
India and Moslem Pakistan. The 
princes were permitted to select 
the nations to which their states 
should be joined. So Hindu states 
went with India and Moslem states 


with Pakistan—except for Kash 
mir, which presented a queer prob 
lem. 


The ruler of Kashmir, Mahara- 


jah Sir Han Singh, is a Hindu 
while the vast majority of his sub- 
jects are Moslems. He elected to 
join Hindu India, but naturally his 
Moslem people wanted to become 
a part of Moslem Pakistan. 


Plebiscite Solution 


The logical solution of course 


would be a plebiscite, and the 
United Nations tried to arrange 
one. However, this obviously would 
result in a Moslem victory and In- 
dia wouldn't agiee to such a pro- 
cedure. 


India charges that Pakistan sent 


troops into Kashmir and thereby 
committed aggression. Pakistan 
claims that the Indians are send- 
ing Hindus into Kashmir to in- 
crease the Hindu voting power. Al- 
ready there have been bloody 
clashes in Kashmir between Mos- 
lems and Hindus. 


The only winner thus far in the 


quarrel is Maharajah Sir Hari 
Singh. He still retains his title, | 
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pending a settlement of the dis- 
pute. 


The prince's rule cannot long 


endure, for Kashmir will have to 
join either India or Pakistan. The 
manner in whicn this is achieved 
is a matter of world concern.

This Is Children's Dental 


Health Day 


Today is Children's Dental Health Day. Observance of 


this day is sponsored by the nation's dentists in an effort to 
bring improved dental health to all children. The Lee County 
Health department in cooperation with the Lee County Den- 
tal society wish to call attention to one of the factors which 
contributes greatly to dental decay. This one facor is re- 
fined sugar. 


Highly refined sugars in our diet play an important part 


in our dental ill health. As evidence for our desire for sugar, 
it may be stated that the annual consumption of sugar has 
risen from eight pounds per person to 108 pounds per person 
in the last 125 years. We are consumers of a great amount 
of candy. Current publications on food value, indicates that 
candy may run from 75 per cent to 85 per cent sugar. Popu- 
lar candy bars are likely to weigh one to five ounces and may 
contain 5-20 teaspoons of sugar.

Large amounts of highly refined sugar are not essential 


to a well-balanced diet or good nutrition. These are foods 
which furnish many calories and little else, because the re- 
fining process destroys other nutritional elements. 


How does sugar act to bring about dental decay? The 


most widely accepted theory indicates that sugar is acted 
upon by bacteria, which are present in our mouth, to produce 
an acid which acts to break down the hard surface of our 
teeth/and produCes'the caries lesion or dental decay.

Some evidence to substantiate the belief that sugar con- 


tributes to decay, comes from a study of Norwegian children 
which was conducted during and after World War IL It 
showed that there was a redaction of dental decay during 
the war years when the sugar consumption was low. When 
dietary conditions returned to normal, after the war, there 
wasa corresponding increase in dental decay.

There exists an enormous amount of untreated dental 


* defects as the result of dental decay. According to recent 


estimates, it would take 800,000,000 dental hours to catch up 
with our backlog of dental decay. This data demonstrates 
the importance of its control by reduction of the amount of 
sugar we eat.

In a "sweet-conscious" nation such as ours, it is exceed- 


ingly difficult to withhold -these detremental delights from 
our children. There is however, unquestionable evidence that 
the dental health of our children would be much improvde 
if fresh fruits and raw vegetables were substituted for con- 
fections and sweetened beverages that now serve as desserts 
and snacks. 


Death Stalks Our Streets-Unhindered 


Since 1900, when the motor car was merely an annoy- 


ance to horses, nearly 964,000 men, women and children have 
died in traffic accidents in this country. 


Either this year or early next year, the one-millionth 


automobile fatality will occur. Thus more people have died 
on our .highways and streets in 50 years than all the wars 
we have fought. 


The traffic toll in this span is greater than the popula- 
tion of Cleveland, or Washington. 


The accident picture actuallv is gloomier even than these 


figures suggest. For the fatality rate has been going up- 
ward at a prettv steady pace, except during the gasoline fam- 
ine in World War II. 


The Association of Casualty and Surety Companies 


looking ahead, estimates that the second million of traffic 
deaths will be compiled in 30 years rather than 50. Last year 
the total was 35.000, one of the highest on record. The out- 
look is for almost as many fatalities in 1951. 


Isn't it time we dispensed with half-hearted measures 


and really got down to cases in facing this terrible toll?

Child's Mental Attitude 
Hinders Bladder Control 


Bed wetting is expected during 


the first year or two of life. How- 


ver, when control over the urine, 
specially during sleep is not ob- 
tained by the time a child is one 
and a half or two years old, or 
when bed-wetting occurs after 
being' absent for several years, 
both parents and youngsters be- 
come much disturbed. 


Parents not only resent the 


trouble caused by bed-wetting, but 
are sensitive to the fact that their 
child does not seem to measure 
up to the others of the same age. 


child is upset, too, and travel 


visiting becomes quite a prob- 


em. 


This condition is called enuresis, 


Sometimes an infection in the uri- 
nary tract or some other physical 
cause is at fault Many of those 
who have studied it believe that it 
s usually a jfeycholigical problem. 
They feel that the youngster's in- 
ability to overcome the habit of 
>ed-wetting is caused by a mix- 
ture of resentment, fear of physi- 
cal punishment or similar mental 
causes of which he is probably 
unconscious. 


Several methods are helpful in 


treating enuresis. It is usually well 
to cut out fluids as much as pos- 
sible after three or four o'clock in 
the afternoon. Another suggestion 
which has been made is to give a 
evel teaspoon of table salt with 
a little jam on cracker at bed- 
time. This should not be tried, 
however, unless recommended by 
the doctor. Good results are ob- 
tained sometimes by awakening 
the youngster at definite periods 
during the night in order to go to 


the bathroom. 


When enuresis keeps on too long 


or comes back after several years, 
it is probably because of one or 
more of three psychological con- 
ditions in the child. The first is 
that the child has not yet grown 
up with reference to control of the 
bladder. 


The second 
is that subcon- 


sciously the child wishes to remain 
in or return to the protected irres- 
ponsible state of infancy rather 
than to assume the normal diffi- 
culties of his age. Finally, there 
may be a subconscious resentment 
against the parents in which bed- 
wetting becomes a way for getting 
even with them because of too 
much criticism. This last may be 
the most important of all. 
TIP TO PARENTS 


Some time ago one student of 


the subject suggested that parents 
be given the following advice: A 
child should not be accused of 
enuresis until he is well past the 
age when he could normally be 
expected to control this function. 
In other words, not all children 
develop bladder control at an equal 
rate of speed any more than they 
do other functions. 


At any rate most older young- 


sters who have trouble of this sort 
do get over it eventually and it 
then becomes merely and unplea- 
sant memory.

Character Named Allen Smiley 


New Tork—In addressing these facts and comments to Senator 


Estes Kefauver, of Tennessee, the chairman of the committee inves- 
tigating underworld crime, I will adopt a conversational form for 
flexibility and ease. 


Senator, for several years I have taken an 


interest in the underworld of Hollywood, Los An- 
geles and Beverly Hills. 
Much of this time I 


have wondered—well, no, I haven't exactly won- 
dered because I think I can accurately surmise the 
answer—why the character known as Allen Smi- 
ley, a very bad criminal in that league, has not 
been deported. This is a classical case. 
This 


man's real name is Aaron Smehoff, and Smiley 
is just the alias of a gangster. He was born in 
Belitza, Russia, wherever that is, and he claims 
derivative citizenship in Canada because his father 
was naturalized in Winnipeg in 1921.

Smiley, as we may call him, sneaked into this country about 


1923 from Windsor to Detroit. He took a chance on a sneak trip 
to Canada, possibly for a sentimental visit to his family, or to stick 
up somebody, because another illegal entry, from Canada, by boat, 
into California, in 1944 is in his record with the bureau of immi- 
gration. He is now under sentence of one year in the custody of fc 
the attorney general of the United States for falsely claiming citi- 
zenship in our country. 


The court didn't mean that the honorable attorney general 


should bed him down on the couch in his office -so this means one 
year in some Danbury or Lewisburg. This false claim of citizenship 
was made on the occasion of one of his arrests in California. There 
were three such claims in three pinches and he was convicted on 
three counts, but. this ratty specimen was able to carry his case 
up to the door of the Supreme court, where he was denied certiorari, 
and twice to the Circuit Court of Appeals before he exhausted all 
his resources except the final one of presidential clemency, which 
is by no means out of the question. It is not out of the question be--, 
cause Smiley is in the money now, down in Houston, where he got* 
into oil with a man named Lenoire M. Josie, whose taste in personal 
friends is his own business. 


You are a Democrat, senator. 


You seem to wield a sword that 
knows no brother because I saw 
where you knocked off my friend, 
Captain Dan Gilbert, the Chicago 
detective, a Democrat, known as 
The Fist to some clients of his 
official attention, when Dan ran 
for sheriff last fall. 
By your 


disclosure of Dan's wealth ac- 
quired through the practice of 
thrift on a modest wage, people 
were given to suspect that Dan 
had been up to nefarious works. 
I was put out because I had al- 
ways wanted a gold 
sheriffs 


badge and Dan'l had promised me 
number one. The kiss of death 
again. 


Smiley was a member of the 


Hollywood mob that Leo Duro- 
cher got mixed up with when he 
was manager of the Brooklyn 
Dodgers 'and loaned his New 
York apartment to George Raft, 
who took a sucker 'for $15,000 in 
a crap-game there. Durocher is 
no milliner, but he found himself 
in the roughest company he ever 
knew when he started helling 
around Hollywood with Smiley 
and Bugsy Siegel. I don't have 
to tell you what a bad man Sie- 
gel was and I will resist a temp- 
tation to dwell on his incongru- 
ous athleticism along with his 
criminal way of life, but you 
know he was a member of the 
old mob of Lepke, Gurrah, Siegel 
and Lansky, general practition- 
ers. There was a gap of about 
$1,500,000 between the money 
used to build and open the doors 
of the Flamingo, Bugy's de luxe 
hotel and gambling house in Las 
Vegas, Nev., and the money that 
was actually acounted for. 
The 


W. P. B.' investigated the acqui- 
sition of certain scare materials 
in that job, but nothing came of 
it. It cost about $5,500,000 and 
about $4,000,000 was accounted 
for. 
The difference probably was 


black market money. 


Smiley was sitting with Siegel 


when someone shot him dead 
with a rifle as he sat in the liv- 
ing room of his girl, Virginia 
Hill, in Beverly Hills, but it does 
not appear that Smiley had a 
professional interest in that kill- 
ing.

for Siegel. He was a bite, which 
is a fellow who yells threats of 
grievous bodily harm at custom- 
ers who leave markers overlong 
or bounce insincere checks. Smi- 
ley used the name of John Dett 
in that business. Cute, hey? He 
was arrested in a cutting at a 
natal gala at the home of a lead- 
er of the Hollywood world of 
make-believe where they bobbed 
an'actor's nose with a ham-knife, 
but got off, and his other arrests 
include one for murder at Long 
Beach, Calif. He beat that, too. 


The only conviction that I have 
found is one for robbery, in San 
Francisco, for which he was sen- 
tenced to Preston reformatory. 


Senator Kefauver, your com- 


mittee has just got to get this 
crook deported, and dig out the 
reasons why he has been able to* 
hang around Hollywood, notori- 
ous and impudent, all these years, 
and tell us who made, this possi- 
ble. 
Remember, Siegel was in 


narcotics, too, and that wouldn't 
leave Smiley far removed. I say 
Democratic politicians have been 
protecting him.

him in Houston living high at 
the Shamrock. He had obtained 
the permission of 
court in California 


the Federal.*, 
to leave its 


jurisdiction notwithstanding 
his 


criminal notoriety. 
Who fixed

The Houston sheriff 


picked him up for a frisk, but he 
proved by invoices and such doc- 
uments that he really was in oil. 


Now I am told that we can't 


deport him to Russia because the 
iron curtain countries refuse to 
accept our deportees, and more- 
over because he may have some-^j 
thing in his claim of derivative 
Canadian citizenship. 
And Can- 


ada won't take him because he 
is a louse. But we could retal- 
iate by refusing to accept some 
particularly 
loathsome deportee 


from 
Canada some time. "Or 


Truman could call up the Canad- 
ian ambassador. 
Canadian bu- 


reaucrats are human, too, and 
with his oil money, Smiley might 
be able to keep some petty Ca-Cj 
nadian official 
firmly resolved 


that Allen Smiley shall never 
tread the fair soil of the North 
Dominion.

Allied Armor 
Rams Deep in

TOKYO, (AP) — The biggest 


Allied tank force of the Korean 
war rammed deep into Red terri- 
tory today in hit-run killer raids 
on the western front and then 
withdrew. 


The main punch carried within 


five miles of devastated Seoul. It 
was the closest Allied thrust to the 
old South Korean capital since 
United Nations forces pulled out 
Jan. 4. 


Four other armored columns cut 


sharply into Red areas. Behind a 
thunderous bombardment by war- 
planes and artillery, the tanks 
blasted Chinese and Korean Reds 
out of hillside forts. The fighting 
raged at times at such close quar- 
ters that some Reds were ground 
to death under tank treads. 


Kill 500 Reds 


A division spokesman estimated 


that the two main columns, strik- 
ing up the main road to Seoul and 
on a lateral road six miles farther 
west killed 500 Reds and wounded 
1,500. 


On the central front, Allied 


forces in a simultaneous attack 
gained four miles in four hours 
and were continuing to advance. 
These troops pushed four miles 
north of Hoengsong, 10 miles north 
of Wonju.

on the enemy all along the front,
